TIE CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 


New York Association Reb 
lars Per Carload for Hauli 
and Brokere Make Furth

EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 

TIMBS, Nov. 18.—{ Exclusive Dis- 

patch.] On piers and in the yards 
of the Erie Rallroad there Was Cali- 
fornia fruit worth $300,090 today, but 
not a box of it was sold, The Fruit 
Buyers’ Association, representing 
about 350 wholesale fruit dealers, had 
gone on strike, and whatever Califor- 
mia fruit reached the hotels and 
householders today came from last 
week's supply. 

Unless the receivers or agents of 
shippers of fruit in California come 
to terms the buyers say that not a bit 
of California fruit will leave the docks, 
and the supply on hand will last only 
a few days. 

The strike is the result of dissatis- 
faction with the methods of the re- 
eeivers, who are really brokers for 
the California shippers. , 

For five days a week, beginning on 
Mondays, California fruit is auctioned 
at the Erie Railroad piers at the foot 
of Chambers street. The buyers have 
had to pay 4 cents a case to have the 
fruit carted to their places of busi- 
ness. The receivers or brokers have 
employed the Boss Truckmen, and 
while the buyers paid the freight they 
complained that the receivers got a 
rebate from the truckmen of a cent 
a box. This would mean $4 on a car- 
load, which is about 400 boxes. 

INSISTENT COMPLAINT. 

The complaints of the buyers be- 
came so insistent that the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, which rep- 
resehts about 60 per cent. of the fruit 
shipped to this city from California, 
agreed that only 2 cents a box would 
be charged to buyers for cartage. 
The buyers felt pleased over the pros- 
pect, when the receivers gave them 
such a shock that today the strike 
was the direct result. ;

@ hotel was one of the most pop- 
ular of the cheaper class downtown 
hostelries and was crowded with 
theatrical folk. When the blase had 
gained such headway it was seen the 
house was doomed and no time could 
be spent in stopping for valuables or 
even wearing apparel a score of 
chorus girls understood appearing in 
productions here this week fled into 
the street in tights and fllmsy wrap- 
pers, Evidently they had just re- 
turned from the playhouse and were 
preparing to retiré., 

So far as could be learned in the 
confusion the fire was discovered in 
a rear room on the second floor, Fire- 
men said they belleved some theat- 
rical woman was preparing a meal 
over a gas or oll stove and the cur- 
tains caught fire. It was, however, 
impossible to verify this. 

CITY AROUSED, 

Excitement reigned downtown as 
it has not since the Times Bullding 
disaster and little could be ascer- 
tained in the chaos, The hotel reg- 
ister was missing and names of 
roomers in the house could not be 
verified. 

Police had great difficulty. con- 
trolling the crowds and a number of 
fights and several arrests occurred 
between officers and spectators who 
tried to force their way through the 
lines.

BRAVE ELEVATOR BOY.

One girl's life was saved by an 
awning, which after a jump from the 
third floor a moment after her com- 
‘panion was crushed to death by a 
leap into and through a net.

“After prospecting vainly for some 
time in the Victoria regions we set 
out for Stanley Falls on the Congo. 
Then came the tsetse fly and hordes 
of mosquitoes. 

“We located some placer gold with 
every indication of proving better all 
the time, but we could not stand the 
hardships and struck out for Stanley 
Fall. There we built a raft and 
preceeded down the Congo. For 
three weeks we floated through a 
wild country, suffering indescribable 
hardahips. . 

HIPPOPOTAMI UPSET “BOAT. 

„One day we ran into a feet of 
nearly 1000 hippopotami. They raged 
about the raft. bellowing fiercely, al- 
though they seemed to be frightened 
and desired only to get away. In 
the end the raft was overturned and 
part of the baggage hurled among 
the beasts.

CINCINNATI, Nov. 18.—With the 
arrests today in six cities of men al- 
leged by the government to consti- 
tute a monumental get-rich-quick 
chain of swindlers, United States se- 


cret service men declare they have 


brought to the surface an organiza- 
tion that has mulcted small corpora- 


tions, inventors and promoters of 


$1,500,000 in the last three years. 

The arrests were made as the result 

of secret indictments returned here 

by the United States grand jury. 
UNDER ARREST. 

Those arrested were: F. D. Min- 
yard, at Clevetand, ©.; George 8. 
Hannaford, at Chicago; Halford War- 
ren, at Rochester, R. .: Mason G. 
Worth, at New York; Thomas Fish- 
wick at Boston, and A. Bruce Crane 
at Newark, N. J. 

THE INDICTMENTS. 

The indictments were returned here 
against five men who are alleged to 
have constituted one link of the chain. 
The five are Minyard, Hannaford, 
Fishwick and J. R. Long and J. G. 
Malcolm, who are said to be in Cana- 
da. The other arrests were made on 
effidavits of government officials. 

Much of the evidence which result- 
ed in the indictments, it is said, was 
given the grand jury by a woman, 
Miss Clara Kronage, formerly em- 
ployed as stenographer by the firm of 
Minyard, Kessler & Malcolm. 

PLAN OF OPERATION. 


The plan of operation, it is charged 
ir the indictments, was for members 
of the concern to advertise their abil- 
ity to sell stocks for promoters and 
investors. Those who answered the 
advertisements were told that the 
stock should not be sold at ite true 
value, unless guaranteed by a reliable 
guaranty company. The customer 
was then recommended to go to Han- 
naford, who conducted the Chicago 
Debenture Company. Hannaford, the 
indictment states, would guarantee 
the stock, charging 1 per cent. of its 
par value. The promoter then would 
be Informed that a purchaser for the 
entire issue had been found, pro- 
viding the proposition was found 
worthy. A charge rating as high as 
one-third, or sometimes 45 per cent. 
of the par value of the stock would 
te made for this investigation. 

Afterwards the promoter was in- 
formed that his  propositio had 
proved to be no good an was 
dropped. 

The indictment charges that the 
proceeds from the two institutions 
were divided among members of the 
brokerage concerns and the deben- 
ture companies. No effort was made 
to sell any stock, it deciares, and only 
® perfunctory investigation made of 
the merits of the different enterprises. 

THE VICTIMS. 

The individuals and corporations 

named in the indictments here as 


having been victims’ of the brokers 


include Bitter Root Valley Fruit and 
Products Company, the Folding Fibre 
Box Company, the Goldfield River 
Bend Mining and Milling Company, 
the Tuscon Consolidated Mining Com- 
pany, the Derbyshire Manufacturing 
Company, the United Mine and 
Bmelting Company, the Burrell Man- 
ufacturing Company, Bradley, III.: W. 
H. Moory, Rockford, III, and J. H. 
Wissow, Milwaukee, Wis. Numerous 
letters, advising prospective custom- 
ers to communicate with the Chicago 
Debenture Company or relating to the 
sale of stocks were attached to the 
indictments as evidence. 
BASIS OF A COUNT. 

The sending through the malls to 
H. E. Wissow of Milwaukee of a 
pamphiet called “Investment versus 
Speculation” was made the basis of 
one of the counts in the indictments.

If this is suc- 
cessful, a home in the heart of the 
new southeast industria! district can 
be obtained for $1000 less than its 
cash value, and turned over for the 
use of the mother out of work and 
her child, or the girl who is seeking 
empleyment, but has no funds to tide 
over a rainy day. There will be no 
question of creed. The only restric- 
tion is that the lodgers shall be wom. 
en of good reputation. 

The parsonage of the 
church, No. 1008 Fast Twenty- 
eighth street, has been picked out as 
a site for the new home, The con- 
gregation has been offered $4000 for

“All the recommendations made by 
this office for Los Angeles Harbor 
have been put into the first draft of 
the rivers and harbors bill as it goes 
to the Secretary of War. Last year 
the bill called for $45,000,000 and 
he required it to be cut down. It 
was reduced to $30,000,000 and as 
finally passed recommended a total 
of about $35,000,000. So far I have 
heard nothing to indicate that he will 
require a similar reduction this year. 

Projects which will require an ag- 
gregate of $250,000,000 have been 
recommended as advisable. As only 
$30,000,000 to ,000,000 can de 
handied each year it is evident that 
many harbor plans, no matter how 
meritorious, must wait. Fortifica- 
cations for the Philippines and Hawali 
are urgent.

To 
pilot the car of the German Bmperor, and 
hat at the speed at which he likes to be 
vhisked along through the streets, is no 
mall responsibility and a severe strain 
‘ven upon steady nerves. 

On each of the motors of the Kaiser 
his sons ts a special horn, giving a 
peculiar tone of its own. No one else is 
allowed to use it. That the Kaiser's chauf- 
feurs can concentrate their entire atten- 
tion upon guiding the car, a bugler site by 
his side and blows a horn, the note of 
which is known wherever the Emperor has 
been as a signal that “the Kaiser is com- 
ing. 

“ie Prince Murat’s Bravery. 

Prince Napoleon Murat, who is fighting 
under the Bulgarian colors in the present 
Balkan war, seems to have tnherited to a 
greater degree than any other of the mem- 
bers of his house the reckless bravery and 
love of fighting which so distinguished his 
great-grandfather, created King of Naples 
by his brother-in-law, the first Emperor Na- 
poleon. Prince Napoleon Murat entered 
the French army as a private and won his 
epaulettes by such splendid gallantry out 
in Madacasoar at the time of the conquest 
of the island that the government did not 
dare to withhold promotion. He served for 
a time as lieutenant iu the celebrated Ninth 
Cuttassters of the French army, but re 
signed his commission in consequence of 
financial troubles, and on the outbreak of 
the war between Russia and Japan offered 
his sword to the Czar, who appointed him 
captain of the’ Second Regiment of Daghes- 
tan Cavalry. He was invalided home badly 
wounded by a Japanese rifie bullet, which 
passed through his neck, sparing by the 
fraction of an inch his jugular vein and 
carotid artery. é 

Oldest Royal Family Extinct. 

{Chicago Tribune: ] With the death of 
Prince Nicholas Lusignan in St. Petersburg 
ends the oldest royal line in the world. 
Prince Nicholas was the only son of Lustg- 
nan VI, King of Cypress, Syria, and Jerusa- 
lem until the year 1878.

CODE PROVISIONS. 

Section 236 of the Penal Code 
reads as follows: 

“False imprisonment is the unlaw- 
ful violation of the personal liberty 
of another.” | 

Section 237, the latter part of 
which raises the high-grade misde- 
meanor to a felony, reads as fol- 
lows: 

“False imprisonment is punishable 


prisonment not more than one year 
or both. If such false imprisonment 
be effected by violence, fraud or de- 
ceit it shall be punishable by impris- 
onment in State Prison for not less 
than one nor more than ten years.” 

It is alleged that Lioyd suffered 
false imprisonment by reason of the 
fraud and deceit of those who con- 
spired to make it appear that he 
had committed a crime ,to-wit, fel- 
ony, and that he was actually in jail 
for more than twelve hours.
